Washinglon at their head, have for years been urging- them to 
devote their attention to agriculture and the industrial pur- 
suits-and thousands of them have taken the advice, with great 
benefit to themselves and the country. Now to deny the in- 
stitutions in which they study their'fair share of government 
encouragement and support would be not only a grievous 
insult but a serious injury to the race, and indirectly a blow 
at the prosperity of the country. Negroes preparing to devote 
themselves to agriculture should be given every possible en- 
couragement, aiid Congress should be the last body m the 
world"to withhold the helping hand. 


The-negroes have become an important factor in the agri- 


cultural life of many of the southern stales. They have ac- 
quired land and are working iWo;good,advanlage, accumulat- 
ing property and contrilnjling to the wealth of the communi- 
ties in which they live..
